Assistant Chief John Jakubczak gave the report for the Support Services Bureau. 
 
The 83rd Recruit Class has completed FTO training and are currently solo within their 
respective districts. The 84th Recruit Class is currently in firearms training. The 85th 
Recruit Class will begin on November 28th with 21 members. 
 
The E.P.I.C. Team will be conducting an active shooter training at the Queen Kaahumanu 
Shopping Center on November 18th. 
 
The annual Shop-with-a-Cop event will be held at Kmart on December 3, 2016.  This 
event is sponsored by the Kiwanis Club in partnership with Kmart and Friends of the 
Children’s Justice Center. 
 
PERSONNEL  Mr. Greg Takahashi reported the budget for FY2017 is $54.3 million: 
$45.1 million for salaries and wages; $8.6 for operating expenditures $ 600,000 is for 
equipment. There is ample funding for the rest of the year. Based on the past three 
months, overtime should be about $6.2 million. 
 
PERSONNEL The Personnel Summary and Staffing Report for November reflects 11 
vacant sworn positions with 13 conditional offers pending. There are currently 21 civilian 
vacancies of which 14 are ESD positions.
